4. CONDITIONE: The wages and level of earnings of Contract and 
Cheekroll tappers as set cut herein are p&sed on the follow- 
ing agsumpt lone: «- 


(a) that the task consists of 450 R.B. trees tapped 
on the half clreumference or equivalent actuall, 


tapped subject to (bt) and (¢) hereunder. Where 
the womber of trees ie greater or lees than 450 
renewed berk trees, the wage or level of earninze 
shall be adjusted in accordance with the SCALE 
get out in paragraphs 2 and 3 of thie tThrective. 


(o} that the land is fiat or undulating. 
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(c) that existing State/Settlenent and local differentials 
approved by Council shall contimie. 


{a} thet contract: tappers shall be advised in advance of 
the retes the, vill be paid per pound of latex or 
rubber brought in, and that the rate shall be such as 
Will enable a worker to carn the wages set oul in 
peragraph 2 of this Tirective. 


(e) that Cheekroll Sappers shall be paid the relevent. wage 
shown against the appropriate task actually tapped as 
defined in paragraph 3 of this Directive. , 


§. PISLD WORKERS: The rates for Field Workers are based on an eight bour 
day, end women and youths under 16 years of age are entitled to four- 
fifths of the standart rate quoted (viz: 155 cents). If less than 
eight houre are worked, the rate payable should be reduced proportion- 
ately. An eight-hour day is defined by the Association as eight hours 
of work but is generally interpreted as eight hours from the tine a 
worker leaves the mister groun’ in the morning to the time he finishes 
his allotted task or hae completed the specified period of labour but 
excluding the time taken to return to the muster ground or hie 
dwelling. 


6, Individual estates or auall groups of estates cannot deviate from these 
rates without the express permission of their State or Settlement 
Committees who, in turn, are bound by the delegated powers set out 2 
Circular 40.95/53 (MN) dated 23/8/53. 


7. It is recommended that the earnings and wages of other categories of 
workers {other than Estate Asian Staff) which are not covered by this 
Directive be similarl, adjusted. 


8. ALL members should advise their workers of these wage rates before the 
lat February, 1954. They will, cf course, operate from lst Januar,, 
195k.
